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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 - 1 4 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest a receiver and its corresponding method 
for a communication system comprising a de-noising circuit for extracting information from a 
received signal with minimum loss due to noise which further including a transformer for 
producing wavelet decomposition coefficients from the received signal and a wavelet function, a 
threshold circuit for providing threshold values, and a filter coupled to the transformer and the 
threshold circuit, which alters the decomposition coefficients created by the transformer using 
threshold values supplied by the threshold circuit to produce altered wavelet coefficients from 
which the received signal is reconstructed with reduced noise as cited in claims 1, 7 and 1 1 .

Bingham (US Patent 6,035,000) discloses mitigating radio frequency interference in multi-carrier 
transmission system. Lebras et al (US Patent 5,392,255) disclose wavelet transform method for 
downward continuation in seismic data migration. Jensen et al (US Patent 5,450,490) disclose 
apparatus and methods for including codes in audio signals and decoding.
